While Fr. Mark is away, finishing up his studies, members of the parish have been 
asked to write a brief reflection on the Mass readings. 


Rock or^teel? 

I remember one time being alone in my shop trying to teach myself to weld. I 
got frightened when the arc lit up, the sparks flew, and the welder buzzed. I 
worried there would be an electrical disaster and stopped in my tracks! My 
project stalled. It wasn't until learning under the watchful eyes of a master 
teacher that I finally really understood how to perform this new skill. 
Understanding was not quite enough; however, - it took a lot of practice! For 
me, today's readings have this same "learning" theme - stepped up a notch! 

In order to build our house on God's rock, rather than sand, we learn there are 
a number of important steps. The first step is to listen to his words. Today we 
heard Moses asking his people to "bind them [Gods words] to your wrist as a 
sign and let them be a pendant on your forehead." 

The second step is to put his words into action. This part is not easy. The 
Gospel foretells of many who will claim to have put his words into action by 

doing "mighty deeds in his name," .yet these people will not be saved. 

The Gospel does not tell us in today's terms what deeds God will consider 
worthy in our final analysis. I suspect it is only honest reflection in our prayer 
life will get us closer to that answer. 

Finally, the Gospel reading implores us: "listen to these words and act on 
them." Today as I write this I wonder: have I really listened? Do I truly 
understand what God is saying to me in his terms, or do I put in my time 
daydreaming in the pew? Do I act on God's words, or forget them upon 
walking out of the church? Have these words changed my heart or is this heart 
to hard? In the shop I quickly learned there is a right and more than one 
wrong way to weld. Welds sometimes break or rust. I've learned in life too 
that I often can't get God's words and my actions "right" the first time either. 
It takes practice! My prayer today is that I accelerate my learning of this most 
important lesson by listening, understanding, and acting so that our hearts 
will be filled with God's words and our actions will mend this house tightly to 
the rock.
